The Restriction of Immigration, Free 
Silver and the Cuban Question De­

Washington, March IT.—The senate 
had an hour of spirited Cuban debate 
late on Monday, after the early part 
of the day had been given 
to 
set 
speeches by Mr. Lodge on immigration 
and Mr. Pugh on silver. 
The Cuban 
discussion was mainly 
important 
in 
bringing out the full reading of a state­ 
ment of the Spanish side of the case 
by Senor Depuy de Lome, the Spanish 
minister. 
Mr. Morgan read a letter 
from Secretary Olney saying the Span­ 
ish minister gave his permission for the 
public use of the statement. It claimed 
to detail the insurgent methods of guer­ 
rilla warfare, the burning of cane fields 
and the disorganized character of the 
insurgent bands. 
Mr. Morgan 
com­ 
mented severely on the minister’s state­ 
ment. 
During the day Mr. Elkins offered a 
resolution directing the committee on 
foreign affairs to report as to the status 
of the war in Cuba before a vote was 
taken in the senate. 
Mr. Sherman asked that the resolu- 
tion go over under the rules until to­ 
day, and Mr. Elkins assented. 
At I o’clock Mr. Lodge (rep., Mass.) 
was recognized for a speech on immi­ 
gration and in support of the resolution 
for additional immigration laws. 
Mr. Lodge spoke for an hour and was 
followed by Mr. Pugh (dem., Ala.) in 
support of the silver amendment to the 
tariff bill. 
Mr. Pugh argued that the 
economic troubles of the United States 
were caused by an insufficient and con­ 
gested currency. 
The senator declared 
th at the restriction of our money to 
the single gold standard was the root 
of our financial troubles. 
At 3:30 Mr. Pugh yielded the floor to 
continue his financial speech to-day.

Bill Pauses the House Although Opposed 
by Secretary Smith. 
Washington, March 17.—In the house 
Monday a resolution was adopted di­ 
recting the secretary of war to make 
a survey and estimate the cost of a 
breakwater at Marquette bay, Michi­ 
gan. 
Bills were passed authorizing 
the 
construction of a fog signal at the north 
pier of Menominee harbor, Wisconsin, 
and to increase the rank and pay of the 
judge advocate of the navy when ap­ 
pointed from the navy. 
The rules were supended on motion 
of Mr. Flynn of Oklahoma, and a reso­ 
lution was adopted for the immediate 
consideration of the Oklahoma home­ 
stead bill. 
The bill provided that all 
actual and bona-fide settlers on the 
public lands in Oklahoma should ac­ 
quire patent after five years’ residence 
upon the payment of the customary fees 
without the payment of the price per 
acre required by existing law. 
The 
secretary of the interior reported ad­ 
versely against the bill and stated that 
if settlers were relieved from the pay­ 
ment of the purchase 
price 
(which 
ranged from $1.25 to $2.50 per acre) 
the loss to the United States would 
exceed 
$15,000,000. 
The government 
paid, or agreed to pay, the Indians, ac­ 
cording to Commissioner Lamoreaux’ 
report, $18,000,000. Both Mr. Flynn and 
Mr. McRae of Arkansas advocated the 
passage of the bill. The bill was then 
passed without division. 
Mr. C. W. Stone (rep., Pa.), chairman 
of the committee on coinage, weights 
and measures, moved to suspend the 
rules and pass a bill prescribing pun­ 
ishment for mutilating coins and for 
altering or passing mutilated or light­ 
ened coins. 
The bill was passed. 


May Tax Railway Franchises. 
Washington, March 17.—Chief Jus­ 
tice Fuller, in the United States su­ 
preme court, on Monday handed down 
the decision of the court in the caser 
of the people of the state of California 
against the Central Pacific and 
tha 
Southern Pacific railway companias, in­ 
volving the right of the slate to tax 
the franchises of 
those rcrd 3. 
The 
railroad companies resisted taxation on 
the ground that their franchises were 
derived from the national goveinm°n( 
as well as from the state authorities, 
and were inseparable. 
The court de­ 
cided against this view, holding that 
the railroad companies owe their exist­ 
ence as corporations to the state, and 
that they are subject to the state laws 
in 
the respect of taxation. 
Justice 
Field read a dissenting opinion. Jus­ 
tice Harlan also dissented from the 
opinion of the court. 


Seeds Will Be Distributed. 
Washington, March 17.—The senate 
joint resolution directing the secretary 
of agriculture to purchase and distri­ 
bute seeds, bulbs, etc., as has been 
done in preceding years, has become a 
law without the president’s signature, 
the resolution not having been return­ 
ed to congress within the constitution­ 
al ten days’ limit. Secretary Morton re­ 
fused to carry out the old law and vig­ 
orously opposed the passage of the 
present more mandatory act. 


Irrigation of Arid Land*. 
Washington, March 17.—The house 
committee on irrigation of arid lands 
has decided to report favorably the bill 
introduced by Mr. Herman, chairman 
of the committee providing for the con­ 
veyance of arid lands to the states and 
territories. This land is to be disposed 
of to settlers in small holdings, and the 
money thus obtained to be used in the 
reclamation of the remainder of the 
lands. 


SIOUX CITY AND PACIFIC. 


Dry Docks for the Navy. 
Washington, March 17.—Three new 
dry docks—to be built at Algiers, La.; 
Mare Island, Cal., and Portsmouth, N. 
H.—will be provided for in the naval 
appropriation bill in accordance with 
a vote taken by the house committee 
Monday. The cost of the Algiers dock 
is limited to $800,000, the two others to 
$525,000 each. 


Could Not Go Into Dry Dock. 
Washington, March 17.—A telegram 
received at the navy department from 
Port Royal, S. C., announced that the 
battleship Indiana could not go into the 
dry dock there, owning to lack of suffi­ 
cient water over the entrance. 


Filibuster Resolution Passes. 
Washington, March 17.—The resolu­ 
tion offered by Mr. Call directing the 
secretary of the treasury to give infor­ 
mation as to the seizure of vessels for 
the alleged violations of the neutrality 
laws was passed by the senate Monday.

Is Not Likely That a Senator Will be 
Chosen at This Time—Gov. Brad­ 
ley’s 
Action 
in 
Calling 
Out 
Troops 
Looked 
on 
With 
Disfavor. 


Frankfort, Ky., March 17.—For the 
first time since the war the Kentucky 
legislature met on Monday under bayo­ 
net rule. 
True to his promise, Gov. 
Bradley had the 
state 
soldiers 
on 
guard, and not even a member of the 
court of appeals could enter the state 
house yard without a pass from Adjt.- 
Gen. Collier. 
Three 
hundred 
troops 
from Louisville arrived at the capitol 
ai an eary hour in the morning and 
wrere 
quartered 
near 
the 
arsenal. 
Thirty-five members of the state guard 
from Lexington arrived at 3 o’clock 
and were given quarters in the arsenal. 
The McCreary guards of Frankfort 
were kept on duty at the state house. 
When Gov. Bradley was escorted from 
the state house 
to his 
mansion 
by 
tv/enty soldiers the immense crowd of 
people which lined the streets gave 
vent to derisive cries, hises and cat­ 
calls. 
Just before the hour for the legis­ 
lature to convene 
as the 
venerable 
Chaplain Cooper attempted lo enter 
the state house grounds on his way to 
the halls of legislation to open 
the 
deliberations 
with 
prayer 
he 
wras 
stopped at the gate by the bayonets 
and told he could not enter. After ex­ 
plaining he was allowed to enter, but 
w’hen he mounted the rostrum he said: 
“I cannot disgrace the Lord by offer­ 
ing prayer while the state is being dis­ 
graced by the armed men surrounding 
the capitol. This is the first day I have 
had a bayonet pointed to my 
breast 
since ’61.” 
An attempt was made by a republican 
member of the house to introduce a 
resolution commending Gov. Bradley’s 
action in calling out the troops. 
As 
soon as the clerk had read enough of it 
for its nature to be understood the dem­ 
ocratic members arose like one man and 
wralked toward the door. 
The resolu­ 
tion was quickly withdrawn and the 
democrats took their seats. 
In the senate a dramatic scene oc­ 
curred when Capt. Gaines of the Mc­ 
Creary guards mounted the rostrum 
and 
began talking to 
Lieut.-Gov. 
Worthington. 
Mr. Bronston asked the 
chair by what authority Capt. Gaines 
w’as allowed on the floor of the senate 
in his uniform and armed with sword 
and pistol. 
The captain 
replied he 
would remain if the lieutenant-governor 
told him to. 
The official told the cap­ 
tain he might leave and he did so. The 
senate was a scene of confusion 
for 
some time after this occurred. 
Mr. Bronston offered a resolution in 
W’hich he set forth the fact of the militia 
having been ordered out and the gov­ 
ernor taking personal command. 
Mr. 
Bronston moved that the vote be taken 
on this resolution and he made a bitter 
speech, declaring that every man not 
willing to crawl on his belly should vote 
for it. 
He denounced as infamous lies 
the stories that had been taken to the 
governor by those high in authority. 
He said that Kentuckians were not dead 
yet and would have peace if they had 
to summon every able-bodied man in 
Kentucky to the state capitol. 
The chair ruled that Mr. Bronston’s 
resolution was out of its place and then 
took the floor and defended his rule, 
occupying the time till noon, at which 
time the joint session was called. When 
the roll was called in the joint assembly 
the members of both parties refused to 
vote for United States senator with the 
exception of Mr. Speed (rep.), who voted 
for Boyle. 
The joint assembly then adjourned 
and the senate went into session again 
to consider the resolution against Gov. 
B racey, but the committee failed to 
make its report, and nothing wras done. 
An indignation meeting was held in 
the Frankfort court house at 12 o’clock, 
presided over by Mayor Julian, at which 
resolutions condemning the action of 
the governor in calling out the troops 
were passed. 
A resolution was also 
passed authorizing the mayor to tele­ 
graph the various cities and towns re­ 
questing that indignation meetings be 
held. 
Many of 
the telegrams were 
answered, and such meetings were held 
all over the state. 
Many republicans 
join in condemning the governor for 
calling out the troops. 
The legislature adjourns today, but 
before adjourning another ballot will 
be taken for senator. 
The investigation by the senate com­ 
mittee has ended. 
Some predict that 
the committee will recommend that the 
governor be both fined and imprisoned. 
It is not generally believed, however, 
that even the revolutionists on the com­ 
mittee will do more than censure the 
governor.

agement of the citizens of Janesville. 
“ 2. A cooking school managed by a 
committee of 
twelve Janesville la­ 
dies, conducted by Mrs. Jamieson, one 
of the institute instructors. 
3. 
“ The instivute proper, held in 
the court house, by Superintendent 
McKerrow and Conductor Arnold. 
“ For exhibition purposes a double 
store room, 180 feet dsep was secured 
on one of the leading business streets. 
the show cases and tables were liter­ 
ally packed with the prizes and the ar­ 
ticles entered for competition. 
Every 
merchant in Janesville with two ex 
ception?, and scores of the leading cit­ 
izens offered premiums or gave other 
aid, the total amount of premiums 
reaching well toward $1,000, covering 
between two and three honored prizes 
divided into five groups or depart­ 
ments. 
Many Frizes of Value. 
From the interest awakened Janes 
Ville people expected large returns in 
the way of exhibits and attendance, 
but in both w t re their most extreme 
anticipations outreached. 
In all their 
were 1,580 entries, far more than 
many good county fairs can register. 
Many of the priz?s were valuable, as a 
few examples will show. 
The best 
team for general farm use shown in 
front of exhibit hall won a 125 bob­ 
sleigh; the best walking team driven 
by a boy under eighteen won an over 
coat; the best essay of one hundred 
words on “ Protective Tariff for Rock 
county Wool” brought alarge windmill; 
then there were prizes for the tallest

Commutes Named to Take the M atter 
in Charge at the Meeting Held This 
Morning—Mrs. DeVoe’s 
Interest­ 
ing Lecture on the Subject—Rev. 
V. E. Southworth^ Letter. 


At a meeting of those interested in 
political equality, held under the lead­ 
ership of Mrs. Emma Smith DeVoe of 
Chicago, national organizer and lect­ 
urer on equal sui!rage, it was unani­ 
mously voted to appoint a committee 
for the organization of a Political 
Equality League in Janesville. 
By unanimous vote the following 
committee was chosen:

E. Southworth, William Smith, Mrs. 
M. B. Miitimore, Mrs. H. S. Woodruff, 
Miss A. E. Tasker, Mrs. 0. V. Kerch, 
Mrs. William Smith, Mrs. W. E. Clin­ 
ton, Miss Millicent Chittenden and 
Mrs. J. B. Day. 
The action was taken a t a meeting 
held this morning, a t the home of 
Mrs. William Smith. 
Mrs. DeVoe’s address a t the Y. M. 
C. A. building last night on “ Political 
E quality” was listened to with inter­ 
est by a goodly audience, and abe 
m ade an excellent impression. 
She 
clothed ber ideas in moBt excellent lan 
guage, and presented her argum ents 
in a taking manner, and the audience 
insisted th a t they had never heard 
anyone “ present a case” in as effective 
a way before. 
The meeting also inspired the fol­ 
low ing open letter by Rev. V. E . 
Southw orth:

W o m e n o f J a n e s v il l e — I appeal to 
your womanhood, in the name of a

Are

anxious to do something to make the 
evils and injustices of our day dis­ 
appear? 
Im m orality, ignorance, and intem ­ 
perance are the social festers which 
are eating the heart out of the home. 
You have it 
in yonr 
power very 
largely to 
counteract 
these 
evils. 
Not by sentim ent, not by 
praying, 
not by tearful appeals to him, whom 
you allow to monopolize the duties of 
citizenship, but by a wise use of the 
ballot. 
Woman has been nnconstitntion 
ally disfranchised. 
An un-American, 
unm anly and unrighteous custom has 
made it seem improper for a woman 
to exercise the royal power of the 
ballot. 
There is no man in Janesville, no 
m atter how ignorant or crim inal he

Iridescent Glass* 
Until recently the manufacture of 
iridescent glass was set down in the list 
of lost arts. But in 1878 it was redis­ 
covered and now it is a common com­ 
mercial article. It is made by exposing 
the melted glass to the vapors of salts j 
of sodium. 
At the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art in New York city are ex- ] 
hibited great numbers of bottles, plates 
and other articles of glass which were 
made and used before Christ was born. 
They were dug up in Cyprus and else­ 
where. Many of them have a beautiful 
iridescence, but it is the result of decay. 
Glass will rot like anything else, and 
decay has split the structure of this 
ancient glass into laminae, or flakes, 
which interrupt the light so as to pro­ 
duce brilliant red, green, purple and 
other rainbow colors.
